SAORAMSNTO, November 20.—Tbe Cal- 


fornia Fruit Growers' convention waa 
called to order in the assembly chamber 
of tho capital this afternoon. About 160 
delegates were ia attendance. Mayor 
Sleinmau and L. W. Buck presided. 
Governor Markham deUveied. an ad- 
dress of welco'me. H. Weinetoek, who 
welcomed the delegatca ou behalf of tho 
people of Sacramento, referred to the 
fact that when the convention last ui«t 
here in 188(1 California was then ship- 
ping away hut 4000 carloads annually of 
green, dried and citrus fruite. Now the 
output IB 20,000 carloads annually. He 
predicted that he would nee the year 
when 50,000 carloads would he shipped. 


Chairman llnck, in an address read 


from 
manuscript, quoted 
statistics 


showing the wonderful increase of the 
horticultural industry since 1871, when 
the fruit-growing industry began to be 
of importance. He quoted tlie predic- 
tion made by C. W. Keert of Sacramento 
in that year. Mr. Reed had prophesied 
that he would live to eee annual ship- 
ments of 1,000 carloads of fruit from 
California. The speaker referred to the 
co-operation of fruit growers. He said 
it had already been tried with good re- 
Hulta, and he believed that a syndicate 
representing the whole of the fruit crop 
would be able to get better terms and 
better treatment fruui transportation 
companies than individual growers. Mr. 
Back closed with a kindly reference to 
the state board of horticulture, referring 
particularly to its work in stamping out 
the black scale and other fruit pests.

Jertou, then tho county Beat, April 27, 
1870. It waa a weekly for lim liret 
twelve years of Hn exialenve. It waa 
brought into eriatence under very un- 
favorable conditions. In tho flret pluce, 
tho man who hauled the proas and type 
from Stockton charged 7 centn ft pound 
freight when 2 centa waa the usual 
charge. This nearly bankrupted the 
paper before the flret copy WHS printed, 


lioom waa scarce in Millerton, und no 


better olBce could be obtained, BO a va- 
cant stall in a stable waa lltted up, and 
that wae tho printing ofllce. The charge 
paid for the freight loft the lumneaa ao 
nearly on the financial bedrock that the 
editor could not afford to hoard at the 
tavern; so he fitted up another stall 
with a stove, and did hia own cooking. 
The auhacription price of thp paper was 
|&ayear, but the number of uubscrib- 
era waa small, not reaching above 20o 
for a long time. 
' 
In IS/i Mr. Ferguson moved the Ex- 


positor to FresnO; which had heen made 
the county Beat. ' He had built a wooden 
office in Millerton, and rather than run 
the risk of having to tit up another 
stable when he reached Fresno, hu tore 
the building down and loaded it on 
wagons with his preaa and type, and all 
landed eafely in the new county aunt, 
and he aoon had his office ready for 
business on the corner of J and Tularo 
streets, where the L'resno National Hank 
now stands. This waa tlie site of the 
Expositor office till 1881 when the paper 
was moved into a hrlck building which 
stood where the present olfice stands 


Busineea had increased, and the next 


year, April, 1882, a bolder launch waa 
made, and the first daily issued. Itwaa 
a 6-coluinn paper, but the next year 
was enlarged to a 6-coluran; in 1884 to a 
7-column; in January, 1SS7. to an 8-col- 
uinn, and in January, 18ftO, to a 0-col- 
umn, 8-page paper, and still later to an
